ments of the new Ohio law*. 
Announcement that the local 
boa id would follow the state re­ 
quirements 
was made 
by J. O. 
Eagleson, clerk of the board, fol­ 
lowing a board meeting Tuesday 
night. The contracts will be grant­ 
ed at 
the board s next 
regular 
meeting. 
Under the new law', any teacher 
w'ho has taught for the last five 
years in the same school must be 
given a continuous contract, which 
shall remain in full force until 
the teacher resigns or retires. The 
law provides that the contract of 
any teacher may not be terminat­ 
ed “ except for gross inefficiency 
or 
immorality; for wilful 
and 
persistent violations of reasonable 
regulations of the board of educa­ 
tion, or for other good and just 
cause.” 
The board also approved the 
Central Hospital Service program 
for its teachers, following presen­ 
tation of the plan by Miss Anne 
Worrell of Columbus. Through the 
hospital plan, teachers may ob­ 
tain 21 days a year hospital serv­ 
ice.

The Moscow radio meanwhile 
reported that Soviet force#, carry­ 
ing the fight to the Germans along 
the wide front from the Arctic to 
the Black Sea, had recaptured an 
important town on the Southwest­ 
ern Flout. 
Dispatches from the front told 
of 41 populated places being re­ 
covered by the Russians in smash­ 
ing advances west and northwest 
of Moscow*.

“Has your organization ever advocat­ 
ed disfranchising WHA workers and other 
people on relief?” asked Bradley.

unknown, although it is quite deft- 
n.tely of an hereditary character. 
Allergy may appear in persons 
in childhood or in later life. I have 
known of tv o sifters, one wa* af. 
Hided with hay fever in childhood 
while the oilier was perfectly free 
Lorn it until about the age of 
thirty when «h« too developed hay 
fever. 
In children allergy takes several 
forms: they may hi ve hay fever or 
asthma. 
They are particularly 
likely to have a peculiar reaction 
of the mucous membrane of the 
nose which becomes swollen anil 
boggy and caules a running drain­ 
age and a chronic cold. 


Disturbance# of Stomach 


Another form of allergy in chi!- I 
dren attacks the digestive system 
and there may be attacks of ciiv 
turbance of the stomach with 
t ramp, a chronic gaseous disten­ 
sion and diarrhoea followed by 
constipation. 
One type of digestive disturb­ 
ance due to allergy :n children is 
cyclic vomiting. This comes on 
in attack# beginning in the pro­ 
dromal period with loss of appe- ’ 
rite, listlessness and irritability, ! 
languor and a little fever and then 
later, a pain in the pit of the storm , 
ach. gastric disturbance and final­ 
ly the vomiting which lasts from 
twenty-four to forty-eight hours, 
fallowed by severe prostration. 
This does not occur in adults and 
the patient eventually wears it out. 
The average age of these patients 
is seven anc one-half years and 
the symptoms appear periodically j 
for three to four years. Sometimes 
they also have asthma and hived j 
and other akin eruptions. 
Another form of allergy which 
affects children almost exclusively 
i# infantile eczema. The^e poor I 
little tots about the age of one 
year begm to have raw ,scaly, itchy 
area# on the face and hands which I 
constitute a very distressing con­ 
dition. No one can blame the baby 
for being irritable and tuuchy and 
unresponsive. 


Both cyclic vomiting and eczema 
in children arc probably due to 
food allergy, although it triti the 
patience of the parents and the 
d .toter and all the relatives to find 
out exactly what food eaures tie 
attacks. It is usually a combina­ 
tion of some of the moat neces­ 
sary nutritional articles, such as 
eggs, milk, bn ad, etc., and some­ 
how or other these children with 
eczema always wear it out. I have 
never teen it persist beyond six 
or seven years. 
I o treat a child with this condi­ 
tion require* a great deal of pa- 
t.erice in getting a good history 
and finding out what | articular 
ub.iai.ee is responsible for th* 
condition. Sometimes the allergens 
can i»e avoided or eliminated, it 
may be that the child has a pct 
cat or a rabbit which is the cause, 
or sometime* the stuffing of his 
11.11 a vv may be the cause of his 
complaint. 
Other allergin# are not so cas­ 
iri avoided, such as Luc pollens of 
tree.-, gras-en, weens, house dint 
and food* that me ncceisary for 
nutrition,

Answer: Angina pectoris is due 
to a spasm of the coronary artery 
of the heart. It ii usually associ­ 
ated with high blood pressure or 
hardening of the arteries else­ 
where in the body. It is possibla 
to gain weight while having an­ 
gina. Whether or not the patient 
can continue with his regular em­ 
ployment depend I on how severe 
the work is. People with angina 
should not do heavy work or sn v- 
thing which causes a great deal of 
exertion.
